Third OlBcer Pred Heppy and Aaalst- 
ant Snflneer Cberls Blsndford rigged 
a sail on one of tbe ship's boats and 
went sailing along the share, en the 
south, opposite the Insurgent lines. 
The beat became calmed near the shore 
and some nstives in ^aMom with Fil- 
ipinos on board pot out aad captured 
the two men who were unarmed and 
also took possession of the boat 

The United Statee tarretahip Moaad- 
nock quickly seat a beat with a idaA- 
ing party aabere viader cover of her 
guns and shelled the shore briskly. 
The natives, however, rushed the 
prisoaers into the waata^^befere the 
Moaadaock'a boat taatihed land. 

Persons 0b board several other ships 
saw the affair through glasses, but 
were unable to prevent the capture of 
Messrs, Happy aad Blandford, 

Friendly natives arriving here from 
the country around San laldro and San 
Miguel report that a reign of terror 
has prevailed since the . American 
troopa were withdrawn from those 
parte of the ialand. The insurgents, 
who u« returning there, deal ven- 
geance upon those of their countrymen 
who h8V» shown any friendship 
toward the Americans during the lat- 
ter'a occupation of the territory. The 
frlendlleo declare that unoffending 
people are being murdered daily, and 
that their bouses are being burned and 
their property confiscated. Plenty of 
sympathlura with the insurrection re- 
mained during the Americans' stay, 
and they have bofn reporting these 
Instances of friendliness toward our 
troops. 

The refogece add that tha iahabl- 
taats were badly oppresaetf liy tke na- 
tive soldiers before the American occu- 
pation, but that their condition is 
worse' now. 

Doubtless there ia much truth in the 
reports, though such stories from Fil- 
ipino Bburces are always magnified.

been received here that satisfactory re- 
sults have attrniN'd tho movement 
mong niemliiT'^ <if tlic vnIiintciM' rcgi- 
menta in Manilla for tbe establishment 
of a large American colony in the 
Philippines. Four thousand of the vol- 
unteers now in the islands are reported 
to have signed a petition to tbe presi- 
dent and secretary of war, praying that 
they receive their diaeharges in Maii- 
ilia, instead at tho plari^s of enlist- 
ment, and that they be allawd travel 
pay to the place of enlistment.

Tbe news of the accidental death of 

Captain Rjchard L, Smith was a great 
shock to the community. Mr. Smith 
waa a conductor en the 0. and 0. rail- 
road, his run bemg from Cindanatl to 
Huntington, W. Va. As usual, he ar- 
rived at the Cincinnati station from his 
run at 8:13 Tuesday morning, and, as has 
been his custom, he took No. r, the 
south bound K. C. train from there a few 
moments later for his home at No. 100 
West Fifteenth street, jumping off under 
the bridge at Fifteenth and Washington 
streets, but in doing so he struck a stand- 
ing freight car on the east side of the 
train upon which he had been riding and 
waa thrown back under tbe train which 
he had Juat left and which waa in motion, 
the wheels of the car passing over his 
body and crushing it in a frightful man- 
ner. 

The train, which was under control of 
Conductor Joe Romp, was stopped as 
soon as possible and the body was ten- 
derly lifted from the ground. Dr. Chas. 
Yearns waa at once summoned, and the 
wounded man removed to St. Klizubeth's 
hospital. On the way the doctor notified 
the unfortunate man be had ^ly a few 
momenta to live, and ho expifiaaad a 
wish to see bis wife. 

She waa hastily summoned to hia 
dying bed, and arrived in time to be rec- 
ognized and take a sorrowful farewell of 
her idolised boajlMUid, who died in her 
arms a few moments after her arrival. 

Captain Smith had been railroading 
thirty-eight years, starting originally aa 
a newsboy on tbe old K. 0. in 1861. He 
gradually advanced and In 1866 waa 
braking with Captain Crout, who was a 
close friend and now conductor of tbe 
Falmouth accommodation on K. C. 
division. 

When the G. andO. was first built Cap- 
tain Smith left the K. O. to link his 
fortune with that road and was rapidly 
advanced to the responsible position 
which he held alt the time of his death. 

A mora popular man could not be 
found among railroad men in thia 
vicinity. 

Every one admired him for his manly 
qualities and gentlemanly manners, and 

his death ia indeed a sad blow to those 
who knew him best He was fifty-four 
years of age, a member in good standing 

of Order of Railroad Conductors (0. R.C), 
a Knight Templar and a Mason of high 
degree. 

He leaves a wife and two children, one 
five and tbe other one year old. 

His stricken wife is well nigh pros- 
'trated with her terrible loes. She and 
her husband were more like lovers than 
the matured couple they were aq.4 her 
loving heart is nearly broken.
